Election set for May 2

Campaigning in the Wild 
Rose constituency ramps 
up this week in the run-up 
to a May 2 federal election 
called Saturday after a non¬ 
confidence vote brought 
down the government a 
day earlier. 

On Friday, opposition 
MPs voted 156 to 145 on a 
Liberal motion that said 
the House of Commons 
agrees with a report tabled 
earlier in the week that 
found the government in 
contempt of Parliament for 
not supplying enough 
information on the cost of 
F-35 fighter jets, justice 
reforms and projections 
for corporate profits and 
tax rales. 

It marks the fifth time a 
non-confidence vote has 
occurred in Canada's histo¬ 
ry and the first time it has 


occurred based on con¬ 
tempt of Parliament. 

Governor General David 
Johnston agreed to Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper’s 
request Saturday to dis¬ 
solve Canada’s 40th 
Parliament. 

That left Conservative 
Blake Richards, Member of 
Parliament for Wild Rose 
constituency without a fed¬ 
eral seat and back on the 
campaign trail, unncessari- 
ly he said, for the second 
time in three years. 

“It’s not an election we 
wanted but I'm proud of 
PM Stephen Harper and 
our Conservative team and 
I’m ready to fight for the 
future of Canada,” 
remarked Richards. 

The former Olds native 
expected to release further 
details yesterday of where 
his campaign offices were 
to be located. 

On Saturday he said 


offices would be set up in 
his current hometown of 
Airdrie as well as in 
Canmore. He also named 
Ruth Lyster as his cam¬ 
paign manager. 

In preparation for the 
expected non-confidence 
vote, several political par¬ 
ties named their con¬ 
stituency candidates earli¬ 
er last week. 

The NDP has a full slate 
of Alberta candidates in 
place, having nominated or 
identified candidates in all 
28 Alberta federal con¬ 
stituencies. 

“We’re more prepared 
than ever before," said 
NDP Alberta campaign 
manager Lou Arab, six 
days before the election 
was called. 

Jeff Horvath will take 
another run at the Wild 
Rose federal seat under the 
NDP banner.

It’s a happy ending for 
two Siberian huskies and 
the group of supporters — 
including Bill and Kathleen 
Windsor of Didsbury — 
who played a role in saving 
the two pup’s lives. 

On Friday night Foxy 
and Diago, who spent the 
last 10 days at animal serv¬ 
ices in Calgary, completed 
a jaunt around the 
Rosebud Sleddog course 
and new owners Kevin and 
Teresa Sparham celebrated 
their recent adoption over 
supper in Didsbury. 

“We’re feeling awesome," 
said Bill Windsor, Rosebud 
Run facilitator. “Here is an 
individual who is very 
capable in dealing with and 
giving a rich life to the 
huskies ... who ends up 
getting the dogs," he 
said. 

The Windsors started fol¬ 
lowing the news of the two 
dogs on Facebook when 
Sparham, a friend who 
comes in and out of 
Didsbury during the winter 
to race his 10 huskies, 
started an awareness cam¬ 
paign to save the two 
dogs. 

All of hLs dogs are res¬ 
cued dogs, and Sparham 
has fostered Foxy and 
Diago in the past. The two 
dogs, both of which have 
been in and out of the 
pound 33 times in the last 
four years, were deemed 
unadoptable by the City of 
Calgary. They were picked 


up March 15 after running 
loose in the city, and the 
owner made no attempt to 
pick them up. 

“With working energy 
dogs if they don’t have a 
job to satisfy their drive 
then their behaviour will 
manifest themselves in 
destructive behaviour or 
aggression. That’s when 
they start chewing up the 
house, , because they’re 
frustrated, they need to be 
out there doing some¬ 
thing,” said Bill Bruce, 
Calgary bylaw services on 
why the dogs were deemed 
unadoptable. “They’ve got 
behaviour issues, no doubt 
about it ... They’re not 
house pets.” 

The dogs were taken in 
by the city on March 15 and 
on Friday, after 10 days 
unclaimed by the owner, 
they became the legal 
property of the city. Bruce 
said there were a couple of 
rescue groups to look at 
for adoption options, and if 
nothing panned out, 
euthanasia could have 
been the two dogs’ fate. 

“You can’t keep them 
here forever. ... Last year 
we put down 210 dogs in a 
city of 1.1 million people. I 
can guarantee the ones 
that had to be put down 
needed to be put down 
because of their health or 
they were simply too 
aggressive. These dogs 
here were on the border¬ 
line.” 

While Sparham was 
fighting to convince the 
city to let him adopt the 


dogs, Kimberly Best, part 
of Bootleg Sled Dog Races 
in Kimberly, B.C., caught 
wind of the upset when 
watching the news. Best 
once co-owned the two 
purebred huskies before a 
breakup had the dogs go to 
the ownership of her part¬ 
ner. Recognizing the two 
dogs right away, Best 
called Windsor, hoping he 
would know how to get in 
contact with Sparhtuu. 

“I just started crying," 
said Best of hearing her 
dogs weren’t adoptable. 
She said it was a tough call 
to make to Windsor, whom 
she knew through the sled¬ 
dog world. 

“I think it goes to show 
just what a community 
exists for sleddog racers," 
said Windsor who knew 
both Best and Sparham. 

On Friday, Best was able 
to sign the dogs over to the 
city, which adopted them 
out to Kevin. 

“They said they were 
aggressive, but when we 
arrived their faces were 
pressed up against the 
fence and they were wag¬ 
ging their tails,” said 
Sparham who feels 
relieved and happy to final¬ 
ly own the dogs. 

“They knew us right 
away," said Best, who had¬ 
n’t seen the dogs in three 
years. “Huskies don’t for¬ 
get who their owners are. 
There are some dogs that 
won’t remember, but this 
breed, they remember,” 
said Best who said it was 
an emotional reunion.

from the global recession.

Election unwanted but still important

Although most 

Canadians might agree 
that the 2011 federal elec¬ 
tion campaign is both 
unwanted and a huge 
waste of public money, the 
campaign could actually 
prove to be important for 
Canada and West Central 
Alberta. 

Canadians will go to the 
polls on May 2 in the 
fourth federal election in 
seven years, with the price 
tag this time estimated to 


be close to $,‘100 million. 
Whether the political par¬ 
ties will be able to put 
aside petty bickering long 
enough to make the mas¬ 
sive expense worthwhile 
remains anyone's guess. 

What is already known 
from the first week of the 
campaign is that the race 
will be hard fought in 
every province and territo¬ 
ry. And for the 
Conservatives, Liberals, 
NDP and Bloc the stakes 
couldn't be higher. 

Tory leader Stephen 
Harper probably has both 
the most to gain and the 
most to loose in this cam¬ 
paign. 

If he is able to finally 
lead his party to a minori¬ 
ty, Harper will be in the 
clear for the next four 
years - without the need 
to consider those meddle¬ 
some opposition parties, 
as he has had to do during 
the past two terms. 

If, on the other hand, 
Harper leads his party to 


another minority, his 
options will remain very 
limited, forcing him to 
once again govern with 
the ever-present possibili¬ 
ty of his government being 
thrown out of office at 
short notice. And that, in 
turn, could quickly lead to 
a revolt in his own party, 
forcing him to give up the 
leadership altogether. 

The bottom line for 
Stephen Harper is that he 
needs to win a majority or 
face trouble and lots of it. 

For the Liberals the 
campaign is yet another 
chance to turn their for¬ 
tunes around, maybe even 
getting back to the seat of 
power after years in the 
wilderness. On the other 
hand, another term as offi¬ 
cial opposition will proba¬ 
bly mean the end of 
Michael Ignatieffs leader¬ 
ship. 

For the NDP and the 
Bloc the best-case sce¬ 
nario would be another 
minority government for 
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either the Liberals or the 
Conservatives; a Grit or 
Tory majority would be 
bad news. 

Whether the 2011 elec¬ 
tion campaign turns out to 
be another down and dirty 
scrap based on personali¬ 
ties, attack ads and 
recriminations will 

depend on whether the 
party leaders are prepared 
to make the race instead 
about taxation, the envi¬ 
ronment, health care, sen¬ 
iors, education, federal- 
provincial-municipal rela¬ 
tions and other key 
issues. 

Hopefully the candi¬ 
dates in West Central 
Alberta will make time to 
discuss and debate those 
real issues facing area res¬ 
idents. 

So what about a predic¬ 
tion of the outcome on 
May 2? The Tories will win 
another minority govern¬ 
ment - and Canadians will 
be back at the polls in 
2013.

j. Updated development requirements for Manufactured Parks and Manufactured 
Subdivisions; 

k. Updated minimum and maximum Parcel Size for R4 Districts- Memorandum of 
Agreement and Intermunicipal Development Plan alignment; 

l. Eliminated select discretionary land uses in the Cl district to optimize land use in 
the retail and office space district; and 

m. Updating maps to include newly annexed regions.
